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This is a decision on the petition filed December 1 8, 2009, which is being treated as a petition 
under 37 C.F.R. § 1.705(d) requesting the patent term adjustment indicated on the patent be 
corrected to indicate the term of the patent is extended or adjusted by one thousand seven 
hundred twenty-three (1723) days. 

The petition to correct the patent term adjustment indicated on the patent to indicate the term of 
the patent is extended or adjusted by one thousand seven hundred twenty-three (1723) days is 
GRANTED. 

Patentee does not dispute the Office's prior determination the period of delay under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 154(b)(1)(A) ("A Delay") is 1,223 days. 

Patentee contends the period of delay under 35 U.S.C. § 154(b)(1)(B) ("B Delay") is 1,061 days. 
A review of the record indicates Patentee is correct and the period of B Delay is 1,061 days. 

Patentee contends the number of days of overlap between A Delay and B Delay is 507 days. 
A review of the record indicates Patentee is correct and the period of overlap is 507 days. 

As part of Patentee's duty of good faith and candor, Patentee contends the period of delay under 
35 U.S.C. § 154(b)(2)(C) ("Applicant Delay") is 54 days, not 0 days. A review of the record 
indicates Patentee is correct and the period of Applicant Delay is 54 days. 

The patent term adjustment is 1,723 days, which is the sum of 1,223 days of A Delay and 1 ,061 
days of B Delay reduced by 507 days of overlap and 54 days of Applicant Delay. 

The Office acknowledges submission of the $200.00 fee set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1 .1 8(e). No 
additional fees are required. 
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The application is being forwarded to the Certificates of Correction Branch for issuance of a 
certificate of correction. The Office will issue a certificate of correction indicating that the term 
of the patent is extended or adjusted by one thousand seven hundred twenty-three (1723) 
days.
